order , upon pxnalry of ſequeſtration of their eſtates, or

1, And by this means thoſe that know themſelves to 
e gwlty, will immeduarely withdcaw ,virhour the 
trouble of charges, and examination of witneſſes. 


2, That a tanding Commurtee be appointed by Parlia- 
ment from time to time to receive all complaints againſt 
all Milignants ,Delinquents, and ill-aﬀfe@ed perfons for 
bearing Ofhces, contrary to the ſeveral Acts, Orders, O:- 
dininces and Declarations of Parliaments, with power 
to impoſe Fines and Impriſonments on the offenders, in 
eaſe they hold, or exerciſe their offices after publication 
made to the contrary, And that the ſame Commurree 
may have power to ſend for perſons,papers, and witneſſes, 
to examine witneſſes on oath , and to grant Commiſſions 
to the reſpe&ive Counties from whence ſuch complaints 
are made, and where th2 witnefles refide, And tht the 
one half of the Fines may he payed into rhe publick Trea- 
ſury and the other to go tothe Proſecutor,
